ty. That is our boast. So, it is al- 
together, lifting that 
'Hie 
Fourth 


should be celebrated 
by a 
fra- 


ternal organization, for ihe spirit of 
fraternity has reached its 
highest 


state here.1' 


The thought of liberty was so en- 


graved on the souls of men by God, 
IK- said, that they have always longed 
for liberty. 


•'Away back 2,00(1 years ago," the 


senator continued,, "there came 
a 


man whom the world called 
Jesus 


Christ-, and who first taught the ideal 
of individual liberty It is the crowning 
glory of our civilization, voiced ifi 
our Declaration of Independence. 


"When man foi-nd that he was 


free, he looked around and found that 
others were free, ami this gave rise 
to the doctrine of human equality. 
This is expressed ill the Declaration 
of Independence by the phrase, -All 
men are created equal.' '' 


All men are not created equal phy- 


sically 
or 
intellectually. 
Senator 


Watson said, but the 
essence 
of 


American equality is the right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit- of happiness. 


"All Ihe laws have been passed and 


the courts set tip lo perpetuate this 
idea," he stated. 
"So 
fraternities 


llourish best in the ITnited States be- 
cause we have this ideal of govern- 
ment to which we adhere.'' 


••We have come to be a wonderful 


people. Why?'' he asked. "Because of 
our possessions No. Because of our 
natural resources 
No. Because of 


our expanse of territory' ? Xo. We are 
great because of the spirit of Amer- 
icanism which makes America 
su- 


preme in the world." 


Senator Watson quoted a lot 
of 


statistics to show America's suprem- 
ity. 


"Vet we are the most restless peo- 


ple in the world," he commented. "I 
am somewhat alarmed about it. 
1 


have been called a standpatter, a re- 
actionary. 1 still believe in the old- 
fashioned American home. So long 
as -we keep hold of the fundamentals, 
we are all right. That is the. reason 
whv an institution such as the one 
represented here today is a good an- 
chor. They teach the sanctity of the 
home.' 


Senator Watson told of the mater- 


ial development of the Modern Wood- 
man lodge and the service it had per- 
formed in the aleviation of sutler ing, 
by building a model tuberculosis san- 
itarium. 


He said that the marvelous mater- 


ial growth of the nation Vould be. 
harmful were it not for the 
wise 


regulation by the people. 


Senator Watson commented on the 


decay of rural churches and the com- 
mon view that people are not as reg- 
ular in their saerifieial duties upon 
the church. 


'M don't know whether people at- 


tend church as much as they 
once 


did." he declared, "but I do know the 
spirit of Jesus Christ is greater in 
this country than it ever was 
be- 


fore." 


Senator Watson declared too many 


people, particularly in 
the 
cities, 


read only the headlines, and said the 
farmers were better posted because 
they had more time to read than any 
other class. 


The senator made a plea for the 


scliols, asserting that they teach in- 
telligence, which spells success 
in 


every life. 


"The man who thinks will lead," 


he continued. ''Thinking precedes be- 
ing and man must be right before he 
can do right. Let's continue, to be a 
thoughtful people, a moral people and 
a religious people. I am not bothered 
about the modernists. 1 believe 
in 


fundamentals that are fixed\and in- 
disputable." 


Senator Watson said the Bible was 


in the center of every lodge room of 
America to teach right things. 


He recalled the ages of musele and 


then of mind that preceded Christ's 
louring. None taught the essentials 
of living, he said. 


"Then came Jesus, who said I eome 


to show you. a better way. He taught 
us to love one another, and there.was 
no progress until then. Some men still 
live on a material plane. Others live 
inly on an intellectual plane. 
We 


can't save men by the doctrine of 
equality, by intellectuality or by ma- 
terial things, but by spiritual living. 
Every lodge teaches this fundamental 
fact. 
' 


-Let's love the United States. Let s 


have more old-fashioned Fourth of 
July speeches. Let's talk more about 
the constitution, the greatest doctrine 
ever evolved by the mind of man. If 
I had my way, I would teach it 
in 


every school room. I would teach an 
ippreciation of American 
institu- 


tions." 


Sen. Watson said people have to 


learn that legislation is not for class 
or clique, but for all of the people, 
and closed with a plea for prepared- 
ness as a safeguard against war.

This was principally new con- 
struction and will have to he repla- 
ced before fall. 


Flood water partially destroyed1 a 


culvert under a 40-foot fill, and rar- 
ried away about half the till and 
road surface on No. 10 at a point 
sortie .'I miles west of New Alijaiiy. 
Thousands of cubic years of earth 
must be moved to make this portion 
of the state road safe for traffic, 
Williams declared. 


While road work general.y is far 


In-hind the usual spring schedule pav- 
ing contractors 
are 
making 
tre- 


mendous bursts pf speed between In- 
tervals of heavy rains. However, 
highway officials frankly admit that 
if anything like, the season's con- 
templated pavement as laid ouj in 
the program months ago, is finished, 
it will almost wholly depend upon a 
late and favorable fall.
